Amongst nil the improYemcnlB which hare 
b«en from time to time noliocd sinco the pins 
trees flourijlied in Fort anJ Government 
sheets, it i«somowhat surprising that to small 
an advance) should have bsen made. ia. the 
stylo of buildings within our oity. Wo aro 
certainly uot without brick edifices in mojtof 
our principal streets, but thoy aro not or a 
charaote: that ono looks for in a town which 
stores so much valunblo merchandise as our 
owa; there is a want of durability in their 
stylo and appearance which cannot fail to 
strike tho stranger moat loroibly on his first 
arrival in Victoria. The want of^ood and 
substantial buildings for government offices 
and aourls, in tho business pari of tho town, is 
a great drawback to tho appearanco ol the 
streets; at present thoro is a grievous wont of 
uniformity iu our streets, in juxtaposition wo 
have a singlo story lumber tenement, little 
better than a shanty ; an upper story house 
of n somewhat similar description ; and a 
brick building with an imposing front and 
magnificent plate glass windows. Ii things 
prosper with ui all we may hopo in due 
time to see an improvement in this respect. 
In the main streets brick is gradually sup- 
planting wood; but there is great need of im- 
provement bIbo in the manufacture of bricks. 
There has been very little advance in this 
branch of homo industry sinco the first bricks 
waro made in tho colony ; nor is it likely 
that there will be much, until moro 
attention is dirocted to the art ; it is well 
known that very good veins of clay exist in 
Bomo parts of tho Island, out of which oould 
be manufactured good hard durable white 
bricks, the manufacture of which would bo 
remunerative if tho cost of carriage to the 
market at Victoria could be kept within 
reasonable bounds. If the just expectations 
of those who best know the prospeots of the 
mining districts are borne out by tho events 
of tho coming season, our city will natural* 
ly rise and increase in 6izo and wealth, and 
it will become necessary to provide more 
warehouso room for the valuable cargoes of 
merchandize that will arrive in this port, 
than we can boast at present. Morchants 
do not like the risk of wooden buildings as 
stores, and they must if our trade is evor to 
become of importance bo supplanted by 
brick or stone. As business increases the 
absolute necessity for having our courts and 
some of the pnblio offices in town will force 
itself into notice. The Tost Office, Treasury 
and Land Registry might very ndvaDtagoous- 
ly be grouped in one block, and tho law 
courts in another. The lattor must he 
brought into tho town sooner or later; it is 
only a question of time. Property owners 
for the sake of keeping up the value of pro- 
perty will promoto tho erection of brick 
buildings in the town, and occupiers will find 
it worth their while to pay even higher rates 
than they are at present giving for their 
miserable wooden structures, for the addi- 
tional security that is ufiordod by brick walls. 
Every briek that is laid in our city adds to 
tho value and seourity of real estate. So 
long as wa remained a wooden villago, with 
but a scanty supply of water in the city, we 
were at tho mercy of the elements. We have 
enjoyed a singular immunity from firo, and 
this fact must bo apparent to every one of 
common sense among us, that tho risks from 
fire have hitherto been incalculable. Had a 
conflagration occurred when there were 
hardly any brick buildings to check the fury 
of its course, who can tell what the result 
might have boon? Victoria could not have 
sprang up bo rapidly from her ashca as did 
San Francisco after tho disastrous fires 
which nearly destroyad that oity. There 
■was not the eamo necessity for Victoria as 
for San Francisco. We are but in our in- 
fancy ; our trade is but now commencing, 
nnd had it received a severo blow as the de- 
atruction of its principal business streets our 
■vaunted progress would havo been parnlyzed. 

Wo must not however, speak ol all risk 
and danger as being over. We are unques- 
tionably improving year by year iu this 
respect, and if wc get wator pipes laid 
through our streets wo have not so much 
cause to fear tho fatal efforts of a fire as 
formerly, the result might still bo very disas- 
trous, and aven when there thero is a plenti- 
ful supply of water iu all parts of tho town 
it is quite possible, that tlioro might bo Very 
gorious loss of property from a fire occurring 
in uny ono of our streets, but thoro is now 
no danger of such a disastrous occurrence 
being fatal to our very existence as a city, 
bearing this in mind, it most certainly be- 
hoves all property ownors to assist in secur- 
ing the stability and prosperity ol any water 
company which will bring an abundant sup 
ply of writer. Tho fortunes of many mny at 
eome future tiuio depend |upon a good jet of 
water, Lot occupiers of aloros, who pru 
dontly dosiro to insuro their stock, nlso bear 
in mind tho question which is amongst tho 
first asked by all insnranco oompanios "what 
means exist lor tho extinction of fires?" The 
existence of good mains in all tho principal 
streets will materially assist in reducing the 
ratoa of iiiBurnnce, and tho substitution of 
bricks for wood as a building material will 
havo tho same effect. So that whilst wa aro 
gaining the luxury of u plentiful supply of 
wator at a cheaper rale, and improving tho 
appoaranceof our streets by the erection of 
uniform and substantial buildings, wc are at 
tho same lime adding to tho value of real 
property, diminishing the riska of trade, and 
in evory way enhancing the prosperity 
of our city sa wo quiotly inovo along in tho 
slopi of civilization.

PROM THE NORTH-WEST COAST 

The sloop Lootiede, Uapt. Peter Francis, 
arrivsc] last night, from a trading vovagc to 
the north-wost coast of Vancouver Island. 
uunuEii or sin. banfield. 

The Loonedo reports that the Ohiat Indiana 
at Barclay Sonnd, state that Mr. William 
Banfield, late Indian agent at the Sound, was 
drowned designedly by an Indian of that 
tribe, namod Claisomio. Mr. Banfiold was 
going off in a oanoo with the Indian.to speak 
a ship, when the latler intentionally oapaixed 
the canoe, and then kept pushing the unfor- 
tunate man oil with a paddle.till he sank from 
exhaustion. Tho Indian thou plungad into 
tho water himself, to give credibility to the 
story he told on his return, viz.: that the oa- 
noe accidentally upsot. The Ohiat tribe slate 
that they will willingly give up the murderor, 
should any one go and demand it. 

BAD CONDUCT OF TUB INDIANS. 

The Leonetle procccdsd from this up the 
Sound to Ucluilac, for the purpose of trading; 
the Indians thore, however, who were of the 
same tribe as the man shjt by n settler at 
Somass, Albsrni, soma time ago for stealing 
his potatoes, wore very violent, threatening to 
kill Capt. Francis, und seized the sloop.— 
They attacked a seaman named Murray, on 
(ho sloop, and threatened to stab him, being 
only dissuaded with difficulty by the captain. 

I'-iui*"* '.jjr^coV'I.emsolves to goods.mo- 
sasies, etc., also throwing overboard sovornl 
bags of rice. Capt. Francis has been eleven 
years trading on this coast, and says he has 
never known them bo troublesome as they aro 
at present. They say they are not afraid of 
the man-of-war.aa they can buy them lor one 
or two skins. When tho Indians were on 
board the sloop threatening the captain, the 
latter ordered his man to go aft and, should 
besao them stab him, to at once blow up tho 
eloop; tho Leonedo having a quantity of pow- 
der on hoard. The captain says that unless 
the Indians in that vioinity are looked uftor, 
aorae while ruon will be murdered before long 


Assaui/.' with Ihtent to Kill. — The In- 
dian boy Kooh-yah alias Charley, was brought 
up on remand yesterday on a charge of as- 
saulting another Indian named Xaatlu, with 
intention to do him grovious bodily harm. — 
The complainant and another Indian were ex- 
amined, from whoso testimony it appeared 
that the priionor came to tho complainant's 
house about two months ago in a drunken 
■tate.and wanted to be admitted and to sleep 
there. Complainant told him to leave, but 
be entered tho premise9,and complainant blow 
the light out, whereupon prisoner seized a 
hatchet ncd inflicted two or three sovero blows 
on the head aud person of the complainant. — 
(Special oflicorTaylor deposed to having found 
the prisoner on tho night of the attack with 
bis head badly cut. The prisoner's statement 
was that ho cut complainant with the hatch- 
et, lie wished to 6leep in complainant's 
bouso, but was refused ; Naalla used somo 
very abusive language towards him, where- 
upon, being drunk, ho struck him with the 
batchet. l'risonor was committed for trial. 



Borhowino Xiws, — Our contemporary of 
tho Brilith Columbian in its last number 
charges us with plagiarism. Wo hardly 
think we deserve to De thus laied by our 
contemporary, which must havo known that 
the Colonist is vory particular in giving it 
credit for any items of nows borrowed from 
its columns. On one recent otoaaioa only, 
that wo nro nwuro of, did we omit to do so, 
and that happened through inadvortunce, for 
which wo apologize. Wo would, however, 
remind the Columbian that in tho same day 
and in tho eamu column in which it makes 
the chargo appears an cpitomo of Victoria 
news taken from tho Colonist, without 
mention being made whence the information

A UNIFORM FOR NIGHT POLICE 
AND WATCHMEN. 

Tho result of the inquest on the body of the 
unfortunate pulioeman who was nooidontally 
shot on Monday night by tho night watch- 
man, entirely exculpates the latter from 
blame. The statemont made by Barret was 
straightforward, and appeared to havo been 
received by tho jury ui reliabio. We havo no 
doubt whatevar that the verdict of tho jury 
will be ondorsed by all who have read the 
cvidenoo adduced on tho inqnest. Appended 
to the verdict is a recommendation that the 
nolico should bo recommondod to have a pri- 
vate password- Wo can hardly recognize the 
efficacy of such a measure as a procaution 
against occurrences of thi3 nuture. If there 
were a password lor every night of the week, 
there would bo a great risk of its being found 
out by thii desperate characters against whose 
evil doings tho police are on the guard, and 
the accidental discovery of the pussword 
might place tho officers of th« foroe in n pre- 
carious position. Nor would it be likely that 1 
a password would be of service in cases 
where an officer cannot be recog- 
nised by another member of - tho 
force without it, whilst a man 
could givu tho pass word ho could give 
his own namo nr number by which ho would 
at once be recognised by another member of 
tho polioo. A far better saroguard against 
tho recurrence of these sorts of accidents 
would bo a regulation enforcing tho wouring 
of a uniform by every officer whether be 
longing to the regular police, or on duty as a 
night or special watchman. The duty of 
night wstckmen does not requiro any secrecy 
or disguise of what they really aro ; they are 
not performing the duty of detectivos, but 
nro patrolling tho streets to prevent burgla- 
ries and robberies, and the more conspicuous 
they aro, tho greater is the security against 
any outrages being committed on thsir beats. 
Clothed in a uniform sueh as is ordinarily 
worn by tho polica, with metal buttons or 
somo other distinctive mark easily neon in 
tho gloom, Ihoy would bo more readily re- 
cognised by thoir brothsri and by tho publio 
generally, and tho uniform would lead to 
thoir authority boing mere respected. The 
statement of Suporiutendont Smith that 
constables on patrol duty in town do not 
carry firearms but that specials and officers 
patrolling the outskirts where there are bar- 
glare and dangerous characters are provided 
with them, will satisfy the scruples of those 
who are opposed to the force being so arm- 
ed. It is absolutely necessary fer lha safoty 
of tho officers (hat they shold carry firearms 
when required to go amongst desperate men 
who arc thoroughly equipped lor resistance. 
It is certainly to bo regretted that such 
should be the case, but in tho existing 
siato of the outskirts and purlieus ol our 
city, it is unreasonable to expect that it 
should bo otherwise ; indeed, with so limited 
and ill-paid a forte it would bo found ex- 
tremely difficult to procure mon willing to 
jeopardizo their lives unless they wore placed 
on au equal footiug with thoso with whom 
they had to deal. Wo must for tho prosont 
congratulate ourselves that it is not found 
necessary that officers on street duty should 
carry firearms. It is to be hoped that at 
somo future day the samo order will be 
maintained in all districts within the city 
limits, but precautionary measures against 
tho accidental mis-uso of firearms are the 
only safeguards that wo can now ask.

INCORPORATION ACT. 

Mr. Young moved the second roading of 
the Aot to amend tho Incorporation A?.', of 
the city of Victoria, It was unnecessary for 
him now to go into tho merits of tho bill j il 
bad boon carefully drawn up by the gentle- 
men who had tho working of tho previous 
hill, and although doubtless open to amend' 
monts in oommittoo, ho thought lion, mem- 
bers would bo disposed to pass it through its 
second reading. 

Dr. Powall soeonded; 

Mr. Donnos said ho would support tho so» 
oond reading, although ho had somo amend- 
ments to mako in committee, 

Mr. DeCoiuioa said * great part uf this 
bill was tho samo as the old Act. and would 
simpl) requiro to-enacting. But tho bill 
croatoa a jereat doal of now uuaoliinory which 



would require careful examination. The 
clause in relation to the Trades License Act 
must bo made clear, and to confirm tho ixnt 
of J8G3. He differed from the framsrs or tho 
present Aot in enacting that the present by- 
laws which had been round to work well 
stiould bo repealed. Tho next point was in 
relation to the dividing ot tho city into three 
wards. Hn ilid not balieve in passing nn 
Act in which the boundaries of tho oity were 
not defined in the Act. The next clause was 
that of appointing councillors— three in each 
ward — who should elect tho Mtiyor. He 
wsb tleoidBdly or-poscd to tho Mayor oeing 
elooted thus. The clause also stipulated that 
tho councillors should go out in rotution, 
during a term ot three years. ThiB he was 
opposed to. By this means thoro would bo 
three or thu councillors totally beyond our 
control for three years. Ho was entirely in 
favor or' electing the City Council annunlly, 
and the Mayor by the people. In regard to 
voters' qualifications he would propose that 
ull rate-payers up to a certain amount, should 
bo entitled to vote. The most important 
portion in this bill was that ef legalizing 
the collection of taxes and to enable tho 
Counail to levy the city taxes. In referenco 
to tho Trades Licenses, lot tho civic authori- 
ties bo allowed to levy a certain rato on the 
present roll, and thus save a very nice little 
sum. It hai been urged that the present 
Trades Liconie law falls unequally ; that the 
large importer pays less in proportion than 
the small doalor. But this should not niter 
tha principlo, and a motion to reguluto this 
tax may be brought in at a future 
time. Anolher point was tho ex- 
tonlion of tho boundaries. Thoso wero 
laid out in a most extraordinary way ; tho 
centre of the oity was at thu eomer of Fort 
nnd Government streets, and the boundaries 
extended over to Victoria West beyond the 
Indian Reserve, while other parts of the city 
were exam pted from taxes. To show this, 
we may go in a certain direction and find 
valuable properly exempt from civio taxes, 
while going four or live times further wo find 
other property which is not taxed. He thought 
the boundaries ought to be thoroughly over- 
hauled by this House. Another important mat- 
ter was the qualification of Councillors.requir- 
ing them to bo ISritish born. Ho (Mr. DoC.) 
stood in ibis House, elected by (with two or 
three exception*) British-born voters, but he 
niti't say that the disqualification of foreign- 
born citizons was a retrograde stop, and one 
ho hoped this honorable House would not 
adopt (hear hoar). He hoped that honorablo 
members would go heartily into this bill, and 
by passing it rolievo the Mayor and Council 
from the rather unpleasant position tiioy now 
stood in. 

Mr, Franklin said ho agreed with his 
honorablo colleague that tho trades lincctiBes 
should be levied on the Government roll ; tho 
tax would bo more easily collected and with 
more economy. Taxation was tho most im» 
portant feature in tho bill, und all tho provi- 
sions relating thereto, should be carefully 
watched. He advocated tho provision enabl- 
ing tho corporation to borrow $100,000, which 
would givo them tho sinews of war, to carry 
the business of the corporation. lie 
thought il more desirable that tho Mayor 
should bo elected by tho people at large. In 
regard to tho disqualification uf foreign-born 
citizens, tins proposition seemed to emanate 

Dr. Trimble enid he would oppose the in- 
troduction of the bill till tho public might say 
whether they wanted an incorporation bill; 
ho bolioved they did not want a bill. 

The bill was read a second time, Messrs. 
Trimble and Uayley voting against it. The 
Speaker fixed Monday noxt to go into com- 
mittee on thu bill. 

INDEMNITY HILL. 

The House 'went into Committee on this 
bill. Mr. Uayley iu the chair. Tho bill was 
passed without discussion. The Committee 
reported tho bill, 

Mr. Franklin asked, as chairman of the 
Committee, that a copy of the charter of the 
Telegraph Company should be laid bofore 
tho House ; also the S'ale Aot undor which 
they hold their charter. Ho bolioved that 
the compnny wore bound not to forward 
treasonable despstchos, and it might occur 
that despatches sent from this country would 
be stopped from this reason, 

Mr. DoCosmos said ho was not aware that 
tho hon. gentleman was a member of any 
Committee on the subject. He could state 
for tho information of tho hon. gentleman 
that all companies and corporations in Cali- 
fornia worked under a general Act. So far 
as carrying treasonable correspondence went, 
the same objection might bo m&do to the lino 
of mail steamer.*. 

The Houso uiljourned till to-day (Friday.) 

JOTTINGS IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

A gentleman who has recently returned 
from a lengthened sojourn in British Colum- 
bia has courteously supplied us with Iho fol- 
lowing interesting contribution : 

Editor Dritisii Colonist : — As many 
Victorians and others who have resided ex- 
clusively in Vancouver Island, and near the 
coasts of British Columbia, seem to hare 
such very imperfect ideas as to the naturo of 
the oountry towards the interior of the main- 
land, I havo very great pleasure iu placing 
at your disposal a fow notes containing tho 
results of my observation and experience of 
certain portions of that country, which you 
will bn at liberty to publish if in your opia- 
ioQ calculated to be of any practical uso to 
your readers. 

In describing the agricultural, farming, and 
stock raising capabilities of the country, I 
will start from Yale, thut boinjj the route on 
which tho upward travel is all by land. 

VALE TO I.YTTON, COOKS FERRY AND CLINTON. 

From Ya!o to Lytton, a distance of 57 
miles, tho road winds round the side of high 
rocky mountain!, which 011 each sidu confine 
the turbulent waters of tho Kraser to u nar- 
row channel and form in manyjplaoes gorges 
or catio.i • hroiigh which the water rushes in 
a manner to cause considerable diffidence 
with regard to any attempt at aquatic diver- 
siona. The Bconery.'as muy| bo imagined, 
is something j fearfully grand, presenting a 
field of operations for the artist aud photo- 
grapher soldoin to be met with. In this sec- 
tion of the country, as may be expected, tho 
whole average of farming land will go into a 
very small compass. On the banks of tho 
Fruser in tho neighborhood of Lytton thore 
aro somo pretty good farms, callod bench 
lands, and with the aid of irrigation vory good 
crops of grain and vegetables aro raised. Al 
Lytton the Thompson River forms a junction 
with the Frniur und the wagon road turns 
eastward, following tho banks of the Thomp- 
son. From Lytton to Cook's Ferry, n dist- 
tanco of about 25 miles, thoro is literally "no 
shew" for a farmer. There is also htlle or no 
natural feed for animals until you arrive at 
this point. The section hotweou Cook's Fer- 
rVf where you cross the Thompson and striko 
off to the northward) ond Clinton, or the 
Junction which I computo to bo ubout 5'J 
miles, along thovnlley through which tho Bona 
parte Hows. This part is chosen by most 
packers for wintering their animals. When 
government takes off the absurd reservations 
on land hold as 1111 Indian Reservn on which 
no Indians exist, there will bo sorcral good 
pre omptions open lor honest European labor 
and industry. The soil is rnlhor light, and 
as rain is tho exception and not tho rule good 
irrigation is required for raising crops, 

TOWNSUIP OF CLIN TON AND N E KIU I10I11IOOD. 

Clinton, formerly called the Cut olf Val- 
ley, is the Ju action of tho Yulo and Douglas 
routes; hero quite a little village has sprung 
up with mushroom growth. .It has three very 
rospectablo hotels, a saw mill, butcher shop, 
two blacksmiths and farriers, 11 elore of 
miscellaneous iktcis, stables, barns, brick- 
yard and several shanties, amongst which 
you observe tho celestial's sanctum with an 
announcement over the door that lie has the 
couiago to undertake tho " lively" operation 
of washing it Cariboo shirt; in fact, will get 
yon up in a stylo that will onahle you to put 
on nny amount of "frills." The valloy is 
about JO -nilea iu longih, running noarly north 
east and south west, and varies from \ mile 
to in breadth; it contains considerable 
acreage of arable and hay land, but is nearly 
all taken up by farmers located thoro. To 
make certain of n crop here, as In tho lowor 
part of ibis rond, irrigation is required. 

Tha land in soma places is of very good 
quality, bat In somo spots is strongly im ■ 
prognatod with alkali, which hore and thore 
appears abovo the ground in whilo patches. 
Tho soil consists of dark brown or black 
loam. Home (air oraps of grain and vegeta- 
bles havo boon raided, Indian corn nnd beans 
boing tho only things I saw tried which fail 
oil. The road leaves tho valloy near tho 50- 
milo post, and for about 3 miles continues as 
cendiug until it reachos a kind of high 
plateau which cxtonds as far ni the UO-mile 
»ost; with tho exception of a few openings 
tho road passes through forest more or less 
donee tho wkolo way. .This section 
boing of such high elevation is sub- 
ject to frequent frosts during the 
summer months, therefore nothing but a fow 
of ilia moat hardy vegetables will grow. 



BRIDGE OBIBK TO SODA CRKEK. 

From the 9G mile post the road commenoes 
descending until within a short distance of 
the 100 mile post, gonorally knowu as Bridge 
Creek. Fiom this point to tho 177 mile 
post [Soda Creek], the oountry is totally dif- 
ferent in general aspect and climate, and 
through the heat during the summer is oflo'n 
vory oppressive, still sufficient rain falls for 
raising crops without tho aid ol irrigation. 
In this section nil "rain and vegetables may 
ho grown lo perfection with the exception of 
potatoes, Indian corn and beans, though very 
fair crops of tho former have been raised in 
the ueighbs'i-hood of Williams Lake. At 
Lake La Hache, and one or two other places, 
it is a very uncertain and risky thing iu con- 
sequence of slight frost which occasionally 
takes place nt night. All ploughing should 
be done in tho fall of the year and the seed 
sown and harrowed in as eoon us the ground 
thaws in the spring, in order that the grain 
may spring up and shade the ground beforo 
the hot weather finally sots in. This being 
strictly observed good orops are as cortain as 
most things iu this life. Cabbages, turnips 
carrots, parsnips, and unions grow to great 
perihelion in this part of the country. A 
turnip was raised last summer which weigh- 
ed 2G lbs., and a cabbage weighing 33 lbs. 
Iu most places settlers may cut ns much 
natural hay as they wish. Tho pasturage 
equals the host I have ever aeon. Cattle fat- 
ten during the summer in a very short time, 
and the boef gonerally sold thoro is scoond 
to none other. Por stock raising it must 
stand boforo Canada and other equally cold 
climates, ai root crops grow so well nnd tho 
bountiful hand of naturo has obviated the 
necessity of growing hay. It is olmost im- 
possible to form any idoa in to the quantity 
or stock this section is capable of sustaining. 
No ono at present seems to know oxaclly 
how tar this descripticn of country oxtonds 
to tho Kast aad West ; so far as Is known it 
may bo described as mudo up or innumera- 
ble shallow grass valleys separated from 
ouch other by timbered ridges which 
cauao Iho traveller to think that the 
whole country is thickly timbered when 
ho views it from a distance. Tint section of 
the country comprises nbout 77 miles from 
north to south, and is tho only part between 
tho ooast and tho gold mines capable of be- 
ing firmed lo any extent. Between the 134 
mile po3t ( Eddy's farm) and Murphoy's at tho 
141 mile post is about 7 miles of unoccupied 
land nlong the wagon road, with an abund- 
ance of pasturugo, natural hay and water — a 
stream running out of Lake La Hache sup- 
plying tho latter. A little ell tho wagon 
road, but oasy ol access, are, I may say, hun- 
dreds of places open for pro-emptiou to tho 
first comer ; — some of them most beautiful 
spots wanting only the old weather-beaten 
chateau in the distance to placo you in tho 
midst of an old country park. 

I'ROJECTKD ROAD. 

A scheme is at present en foot, and cer- 
tainly I have every reason to think it a good 
and fonsiblo one, lo make a road from about 
tho 108 milo post on tho present road, to An- 
tler Crook via the Horsefly and Beaver val- 
leys and tho Forks of tho Quesnolle. All 
who aro acquainted with tho country know 
that this track would save, at a low estimate, 
from 70 to 80 miles — though thoir own inter- 
ests may prcvont them from saying so. In 
fact, it may bo easily soon by tho map that 
the present road il a most absurd round- 
about ono. Of course tho question is sug- 
gested to tho minds of most men, Why did 
Government allow tho road to bo taken that 
way? but echo still answers "why." Why, 
I again ask, were the contractors allowed to 
take the road to Soda Creek and start a 
steamboat on tho Fraser to run from there to 
the Mouth of the Quesnelle? Or course, the 
contractors have not mado any dollars out ol 
the road or tliosteambout 1 oh, no I who could 
for a moment imagine it ? It is so common 
in this part of the world to sacrifice ourselves 
for philanthropic motives. During Ihe time 
the ruad was being made I hoard at one time 
Irom reliabio sources that the managing con- 
tractor expressed to the Williams Lake set- 
tlers (on the old trail) his willingness 
to take the road by way of thoir ranches, in 
consideration oi a small donation of $15,000 I 
How kind ! But the next nows was that the 
gentleman who was wont to labor so hard for 
the general weal hud become possessod of a 
half share in Deep Creet Ranch, about four- 
teen miles from tho present steamboat land- 
ing, (one ol the best stands for business) aud 
strange to say, that notwithstanding the many 
virtues which tho Victoria journal* have so 
frequently found in this gentleman, the road 
eventually took a courso by way of Deep 
Creek. Another thing still moio extraordin- 
ary is, that the said steamboat continuos lo 
return at such an hour of tho day, lh»t the 
miner 011 his way down can just make thu 14 
miles, and slay at Deep Creek Houso. Who'd 
have thought it ! 1 I have diverged somewhat 
from my subject, but my reasons fordoing 50 
are merely to throw light upon ono of many 
other similar cases of triekery,favoritism,tnd 
mal-ndminislrnlion, which have occurred in 
Uritish Columbiu, unknown, probably, to 
many down hero, but palpably conspicuous to 
those who live in the localilies I am endeav- 
oring to describe. 1 have also a faint hope 
thut the governmental authorities will, as 
Jack soys, " keep their weather eye lirting"a 
little moro on tho next occasion or giving out 
contracts for the construction of roads; taking 
care that tho lino is fixed upon by disinter- 
ested and competent men, and that iho 
clauses in the dead or contract are slringont 
enough to prevent, tho possibility of individu. 
nls scheming and tricking lo benefit them- 
selves at tho expense of the country.

Our readers will be pleased to learn what

" Tho shrewd management of the Pergola 
of Florence has mado an engagement 
through tho agency of the Figaro, with La 
Signora Agata— not ^n;ia— States, of Cal- 
ifornia as Prima Donna asscluta soprano, a 
lady of exceptionally rare vocal abilities, lo 
sing during Iho coming soason of the Carni- 
val und Lent." 

" Quito an excitement has been produced 
by a new singer just arrived from California 
of which country she is a nativo. Her name 
is Agala States. Tho manager of tho Per- 
gola theatre lost no timo in making an en- 
gagement with her. — Bulletin. 

Almost a Fatal Error of a Court - 
Martial. 

Tho Washington Republican, nommonting 
on au article iu n New York paper, says : 

The author of the article ought to know 
by this lime that courts-martial do not al- 
ways arrive at correct conclusions. For in- 
stance, not many days since, information 
leached tho President that a young man be- 
longing to the army of tho I'otouiao had been 
sentenced by court-martial to be shot for 
desertion. The boy was doomed to die in a 
few houre when tho despatch was reeeivod. 
No timo was to be lost. A telcgrum was sent 
to Gen. Meado susponding the execution. 
An examination of the case was ordered by 
the President, when it wus ascertained that 
the young man ought to have been promoted 
long ago for gallant and meritorious service, 
instead of being shot! It appeared that upon 
the march of the army of the Potomac to- 
wards Maryland, on the occasion or Lee's 
first raid northward, tho young man alluded 
lo became oxhausled nnd fell out of the ranks, 
and somo timo afterward, as soon as he re- 
covered, he proceeded on after his regiment, 
but not finding it, and there boing no timo to 
lose, ho fell into the ranks of another regi- 
ment, and fought gallantly at South Moun- 
tain nnd Anlietam, and was wounded in the 
last named battle. He was sent to a hospital, 
which fact, by tho absence of a proper sys- 
tem in sueh oases, did not rench the officers 
of his regimont. At lust ho was arrested as 
a deserter, tried, condemned, anil was about 
to bo shot, when, by the intorferonoe of the 
Execulivo, his life was saved, end a young 
man, hastily condemned lo an ignominious 
death, was suddenly rcstorod to honor.
